Mexico City, December 30.—That 
President Diaz today gave Jose San- 
tos Zelaya a little friendly advice in 
regard to talking to newspaper re- 
porters and whispered in his ear that 
it would be wise for him to refrain 
from too freely expressing hig opin-. 
ions, was admitted by Zelaya’s sec-. 
retary tonight, when he returned a 
card to a néwspaper man with the re- 


mark thatthe “ex-@tctator 4? “Nica- 


tagua.had just adopted a-policy of 
refusing to be interviewed, and would 
have nothing more to say for publi- 
cation for a period. of six days. Just 
why six days was named he would 
not explain. 

Zelaya called upon the chief exec- 
utive of Mexico today. Up to that 
‘ime he. received every newspaper 
Tian who called at the hotel. After 
he meeting, it was as if a very wide 
sulf. had opened between him andthe 
‘Orrespondents and local reporters. In 
refusing to see one reporter Zelaya, 
through his secretary, told him that 
he wished to avoid being the means of 
bringing Mexico into the controversy 
in anuy way, and that if he, Zelaya 
further discussed matters, his state- 
ments might be misconstrueqd with 
such a result. 

Half Hour With Diaz. 

Zelaya’s visit at the national 
ace. lasted a half hour. 
Diaz chatted for several minutes 
Zelaya tendered his thanks for the 
kindness of President Diaz in allow- 
ing him an asylum on the Mexican 
gunboat, lhe affairs in general

To a friend today the Ni 
visitor said that after he ie hanes on 
Mexico for two or three months, he 
would go to Belgium, &nd at Brussels 
personally superintend the education 
of fits children. When he was receiv- 
ing his earlier education, Zelaya 
spent much of his time in Belgium 
where he attended school. His par- 
ents were people of wealth in Nicara- 
gua and their son was educated in 
Belgium and France.

Mexico City, December 30.—Dr.

The first moderation will be evidenced 
tomorrow morning in the plains states 
and the temperature will rise as the 
area moves towards the Atlantic. 

Great fear was felt in Florida that 
the fruit farms might suffer another 
destructive freeze, such as the one of 
1895, when the mercury dropped to 5 
below zero, but the lowest tempera- 
ture recorded at Tampa was 28 de- 
grees above.

Florida today experienced the coldest 
weather that has visited this section 
inn several years, the thermometer in 
Jacksonville registering 20 degrees this 
morning, and freezing weather has pre- 
yailed all day. Freezing temperatures 
extended down into the orange belt, but 
up to tonight no reports have been re- 
ceived of any damage to the trees,

BUSHWHACKING — 
DUNE BY TRUST 


Attorney General Wick- 
ersham on Tobacco 
Combine. 


Case of the Government in 
Famous Tobacco Trust Suit 
Presented to U. S. Supreme 
Court---Operations of the 
Combine Fully Set Forth. 


Washington, December 30—In a 
printed brief of 268 pages, Attorney 
General George W. Wickersham and 
his special assistant, J.C. McReynolds, 
today presented to the supreme court 
of the United States the case of the 
government in the. famous. anti-trust 
tobacco suit, which will be argued 
next week in that court. 

The cases were tried in the United 
States ciroult court ‘for the southern 
district of New York, which, after 
dismissing the petition as to foreign 
tobacco companies and some of the 
subordinate American companies, ad- 
judged the others to be parties to an 
unlawful conspiracy, and enjoined 
them from continuing their operations 
and from engaging in interstate com- 
merce, — 

Findings Not Broad Enough. 

The attorney general takes the po- 
sition that these findings, sweeping 
as they seem to have béen, were not 
broad enough, and he asked the su- 
preme court to so extend them as to 
widen their scope, and take in the 
foreign companies and some _ indi- 
viduals who were relieved from the 
operation of the verdict. Many other 
extensions of the judgment are also 
requested. ‘ 

After showing that {n°1890 compet!- 
tion was free, the various coalitions 
are traced in the document, and facts 
are given to show that the combina- 
tion has grown untill {ts combined as- 
sets amount to $400,000,000. It is as- 
serted that the combination manufac- 
tures all of the cigarettes for export 
and almost three-fourths of the smok- 
ing tobacco and of the cigarettes for 
domestic sale, more than three-fourths 
of the plug, twist and fine-cut tobac- 
co, and almost all of the snuff and 
little cigars that are made. 


Unfair Methods Used. 


It is declared that “the defendants 
have persistently exercised . duress. 
have practiced wicked and unfair 
methods and used their great power 
in oppressive ways.” Further. it is 
asserted that they have been actuated 
by a fixed purpose to destroy compe- 
tition and obtain monopolies. “Com- 
petitors have gradually disappeared, 
and the combination, now stronelv 
entrenched, unduly restricts the busif- 
ness of those in the trade. and pre- 
vents others from. entering.” 

Futtine aside for the time, the ef- 
fect. of ‘the SWerman anfi-trvet law 
under whfch’ the suit wae bhroneht. 
it {s contended that the cambination 
under the name of the American To- 
bacco Comnany was illereal when it 
was entered into In 1899 because It 
was contrary to the common law. 
Contending for the right of congress 
to enact anti-trust legislation, it Is 
asserted that the essential purpose of 
the Sherman law {is to prevent injury, 
not merely to reverse a course of con- 
duct. The attorney general also lavs 
down the genera] proposition that 
“the right freely to buy, eell and 
transfer property is not a fundamen- 
tal civil right to be exercised without 
limitation as interested parties may 
determine,” and he adas the assertion 
that “it. is subordinate to public pol- 
icy and the lawfully expressed wil} 
of congress.” 


Operations of Trust. 

Coming to specific instances rela- 
tive to the operations of the trust, it 
is declared that substantially all es- 
tablished jobbers in New England 
were induced to throw out independ- 
ent products, as were those of Phil- 
adeiphia, New York and many other 
specified places. It is asserted that 
independent jobbing in New York was 
destroyed by the organization of the 
Metropolitan Tobacco Company, which 
Was given an exclusive agency for the 
Sale of the trust goods. 

It is also asserted that “bushwhack- 
ing” methods were resorted to in the 
use of union labels, and the “method 
in this proceeding is denounced as 
“iniquitous,” and one such as is “in- 
hibited by a civilized conscience.” In- 
deed, it is declared that the record 
ccntains much evidence and a vast 
deal of correspondence concerning 
the operations of these bushwhack- 
companies, which disclose 
amazing depravity 4nd show with 
clearness how these Sinister agencies 
were «@€fectively utilized.” 

Advertising Methods of Trust. 

The advertising methods of the 
trust are referred to as a means of 
influencing both business and public 
sentiment, and it is said that not less 
than $10,000,000 was expended in this 
way in the single year of 1906. The 
attorney general interprets the com- 
plaint as not merely directed to the 
acpuisifion and ownership of stogks 
or other property, but as against the 
company’s -operations in commerce. 
“Competition has beer persistently de- 
stroyed; scores of contracts have re- 
tired skilled men from the trade: 
many have been forced out, and. the 
necessary result of the plan long fol- 
lowed has been to give defendants 
power to exclude others and exercise 
monopoly.’ He seems inclined to the: 
view that a receiver should be ap-| 
pointéd for the business of the par-| 
ties to the combinatton and he adds:

JACK LONDON’S LATEST 
STORY IN UNCLE REMUS’S 


(From Uncle Remus’s Home Magazine 
for January.) 

One of the most unique cover de- 
signs ever used by Uncle Remus’s 
Home Magazine appears on the Jan- 
uary number of the magazine—just 
out. It is the monogram of the late 


Joe] Chandler Harris, founder of the 
megazine; his initials being so 4ar- 
Tanged as to make a first-rate look- 
ing Br’'er Rabbit. The monogram was 
originated by Oliver Herford, the ar- 
tist, several years ago, when he was 
illustrating one of Mr. Harris’ folk- 
lore stories. The design is unusually 
attractive, being printed in a vivid 
red, cifc:ed in black. 

In this number appears the first of 
nine short stories of the South Seas, 
written by Jack London. It is called 
“Koolau, the Leper,” and is the 
dramatic narrative of a small colony 
of lepers who resist the efforts of the 
government to transport them to the 
colony of Molokai. Koolau is their 
leader. How he combats the efforts 
of the native police and soldiers to 
dislodge him and his miserable fol- 
lowers from their secret retreat in 
the mountains is told in Mr. London's 
most graphic style. In the end, Koo- 
lau is deserted and hounded down, 
but finally wins peaceful death in 4 
secluded spot, to which he has crawled 
to evade the head-hunters. 

Mr. London and his wife, Charmion, 
recently returned to America from a 
4,000-mile voyage through the South 
Seas in a little vessel called’ the 
“Snark.” While on this trip the fa- 
mous author gathered material for 
the stories which are to appear, on 
each month. during the winter i 
Uncle Remus’s. Many of these stories 
will be ftllustrated from photographs 
taken by the author himse.-f. 

Another entertaining story is “A 
‘Cajin' Hawkshaw,” by Y. B. Howard. 
It is the charming tale of a French 
farmer of the Teche country of Louis- 
jana, who includes in his family all 
his live stock and vegetables. His wa- 
termelons are famous; each has a 
name, and the tragedy of the story is 
where these are stolen from him by 
an Italian fruit vender. How Mon- 
Sieur Telesphor Tarbonne’ brings the 
thief to justice is as humorous as it 
is entertaining.

TO RETIRE EARLY ANDSLEEP 
SWEETLY COSTS$1.65AYEAR 


Washington, December 30.—It costs 
each person in the United States only 
$1.65 a year to g6 to bed early and 
sleep sweetly with a sense of security 
born of the subconscious knowledge 
that if his house starts to burn an 
army of fire iladdies will hustle 
around and put out the fire. Where- 
fore, the census bureau, which dis- 
covered the above fact as the result 
of an investigation of the fire de- 
partments and fire losses of the 158 
largest cities in the country, feels 
that there ig no cause for insomnia on 
that score. 

In Berlin it costs only 26 cents a 
year to sleep easy; in London 19 cents 
and in Milan 17 cents. The United 
States Geological Survey has made 
some computations to show that this 


difference is because the building re- 
strictions in Europe are greater than 
in this country; that there are more 
fire-proof buildings and that the cost 
of maintaining the fire departments 
is not so great. It is not because 
Ameri¢an ftre departments are ex- 
pensively administered. 

When it comes to conserving the 
country’s resources or, better yet, its 
assets, the toll of fire tells a fearful 
lesson. During 1907 the 168 largest 
American cities lost more than $48,- 
000,000 in their fires, covered b¥ in- 
surance amounting to $42,000,000. 

It costs these cities about §$38,000,- 
000 a year to maintain their paid fire 
departments. From thig the statisti- 
cal experts calculate that it costs 
each person protected thereby $1.65 


yearly. ~

LAND VALUES AND COST OF LIVING.

the value of agricultural lands, or has it been the other way, with higher 
priced products boosting the value of the soil? 

Whichever the cause and which the effect, the two have kept pretty 
close pace with each other during the past decade, within which land values 


Analyzing the situation upon the basis, of the law of supply and de- 
mand, it would appear that the demand for food products comes first, boosts 
the price and thereby creates a demand for the additional acreage to furnish 
the food and fiber needed for the world's supply. oa ; 

And yet, apparently, there is nothing so plentiful in the country today 
as the supply of good, tillable, productive land. Figures recently presented 
before the Southern Commercial Congress in Washington showed that there 
are in the south today 612,000,000 acres of uncultivated but available land, 
enough to make, with _ allowance, 15,300,000 one-horse farms of forty 
acres each. 

In other words, the supply of available land is way and by far in 
excess of the demand, yet the price of it continues to advance from year 
to year until, in many sections, within the decade it has doubled. 

This situation would make it appear that land values defy the law of 
supply and demand and become, therefore, the cause, or one of the causes, 
rather than an effect of the increased cost of living. 

With regard to the growth of farm lands and farm values within the 
last ten years some remarkable figures are presented by The Orange Judd 
Farmer, showing that within the period values have increased from 58 to 
100 per cent, while the value of the products has leaped upward from 100 
to more than 200 per cent. In 1850 the United States had approximately 
one million farms; today the number is around seven million, with an in- 
vestment in lands, buildings, machinery and live stock of about thirty 
billions. 

These figures would seem to negative the statement that there has 
been a desertion of the farm in response to the lure of the city; yet, on the 
other hand, had production kept up a proportionate pace, it is almost incon- 
ceivable that the expense of living could have advanced in the remarkable 
ratio which experience has taught is an emphatic fact. 

Again, it is difficult to understand the remarkable increase in the value 
of farm lands, except considering that increased acreage yield is a factor 
in the equation; yet we are told that the future living problem is dependent 
upon getting still more and more out of each available and arable acre. 

This is the intent and purpose of latter-day agricultural education, to 


of one. It is not questioned that there is still room for vast improvement 
in this respect, and if new and effective methods result in doubling the 
average yield per acre, it may well be asked if we are not just at the 
beginning of climbing land values. 

And if this be true, what of the future of the price of living? Our hope 
lies in the prospect that the farmer will get his compensation in the in- 
creased yield, and, by doubling his gross income irom his two blades of 
grass, he may still advantageously sell his product at a price -vhich will put 
the average of living ipon a more reasonable and comfortable basis. 

There is land enough to produce all and more than this country needs 
for centuries to come; the problem is to get product‘on upon a basis of 
equity both to producer and consumer. It is not acreage, but yield per acre, 
that will do it, and that depends upon education in and application of known 
and proven principles. 

Until we strike this happy mean it is more than probable that the cost 


of living will remain out of proportion to moderate income.

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WHERE RACES PREY UPON EACH OTHER. 


Absorbing in its human interest element and unquestioned in its sanity 
was the recent statement of Dr. Charles Wardell Stiles before the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advancement of Science, in Boston, upon the 
preservation of physical and mental virility in the southern states. 

Boring relentlessly down to fundamentals as few men have the capac- 
ity for. doing, he read into the ancient doctrine of the survival of the fittest 
a new and an electrically-inspiring significance. 

He stated what observant and courageous people in the south have long 
realized—that the proximity of two antithetical races had a markedly in- 
jurious physical effect, one upon the other, unless corrected by scrupulous 
sanitary and hygienic regulations. 

As illustration, he shewed that both white and negro infected each 
other witli diseases to which they, racially, had become more or less im- 


‘munized. The negro, for example, suffers relatively little from hook worm: 


the identical infection ts very serious among the whites, so that a ne 
man or woman enduring the disorder in a mild form menaces a near- 
white person with the disorder in its most aggravated fo 

The .white man is less susceptible to tuberculosis and pneumonia than 
the negro; but either malady, transmit from one to the other, is now 
making tragic ravages in the ranks of the black man. 

The list, acting and reacting upon the two races, might be extended 
indefinitely . 

Dr. Stiles’ theory, absolutely confirmed by medical science, is that the 
respective races have cultivated a qualified immunity to various diseases 
by the rigorous workings of the law of the survival of the fittest. 

He now proposes to vary that merciless and cynical dictum by invoking , 
sanitation and hygiene to correct racial tendencies and susceptibiltes: 
so that the white man, for instance, shall be more rigorously guarded against 
hook worm infection and the negro more rigorously from tuberculosis in- 
fection. 

His hypothesis is so self-evidently logical as to admit of no negative 
argument and tc make neutrality almost a crime.

Seed Corn for: ts Next Crop. 


Editor Constitution: During the past 
months we have been receiving re- 
ports from our agents, traveling men, 
and dealers concerning the conditions 
of corn this fall. From these reporta 


it appears that unfavorable weather 


has greatly impaired the prospects for 
securing the right kind of seed corn 
for planting next spring. 

We are informed that in many die- 
tricts, while the corn was still in the 
field, late and protracted wind and 
rain storms were prevalent over the 
corn belt, injuring the ears more or 
less. Now, it ts believed that such 
unfavorable conditions would greatly 
lessen the germinating power of the 
kernel if used as geed corn; tn fact, 
as many of the farmers pick their 
seed corn from the best ears on the 
stalks standing in. the fleld, it looks 
as though many of them might efther 
be entirely without seed corn or be 
obliged to use a very tnfertor kind. 
From all gathered, if this should prove 
to be the case, care should be taken 
to keep from jeopardizing the pros- 
pects for a bumper crop in 1910. 


These facta have been so refterated — 


to us and the evil effects of the late 
rain storms seem to be eo widespread 
that we draw vour attention to the 
matter with an idea that through your 
paper you can go more deeply into 
the subject, bringing it to the at- 
tention, not only of your readers for 
their discussion, but also to the ex- 
perimental] stations and agricultural 
colleges, in order that some stepe may 
be taken to warn the farmers against 
planting corn with diminished germi-

He 
Said he saw 100 convicts eating in a 
room that was dirty and not venti- 
lated, and that these convicts worked, 
eat and slept in the same clothes. 
which were ragged and filthy. He said 
he saw the cooks, and they were 
slouchy and not clean. 

“IT would not want such a cook in 
my kitchen,” said Mr. Beck. “As to 
the sanitation, I wish to say that the 
odors were so fov) that I could not 
make a close inspection.” 

He spoke of the negro Floyd Green 
appearing before the grand jury and 
showing his back that bore’ two 
wounds that the negro claimed had 
been made by a cruel beating he re- 
celved at the stockade. It was this 
negro’s testimony that caused the in- 
dictment of Superintendent David Vin- 
ing and Guard Cornett. 


The next witness was Joseph T. 
Orme, and he made about the same 
statement as Mr. Beck. On crogs-ex- 
amination, Mr. Orme said he did not 
think the bucking machine cruel. He 
said that he believed the horse stables 
at the stockade were cleaner than the 
prison. 

“Those rings in the wall,” said Mr. 
Orme, “by which women are chained 
up, ig not only cruel, but barbarous.” 

The other grand jurors were ex- 
cused from testifying, as it was ad- 
mitted that their evidence would be 
about the same as that of Mr. Beck 
and Mr. Orme. 

Mr. Seely Takes the Stand. 

Mr. Seely was placed on the stand 
by Attorney Felder. 

In his statement Mr. Seely said the 
etockade, as seen by the grand jury 
committee, was very filthy. 

“T have traveled in India and Japan 
and other countries, said Mr. Seely, 
“where there are bubonic plagues 
caused from filth, but I have never 
seen anything as bad as the condi- 
tlon out at the stockade. I regard 
that bucking machine as a barbarous 
plece of apparatus. The wall rings 
are exceedingly cruel. I was told by 
Mr. Vining that he had strung up 
white women to the rings and that 
one of them fainted and had to be 
taken down and restored to  con- 
sciousness by the use or water.” 

Mr. Seely was still on the stand 
when the committee adjourned for 
dinner. , 

At 23 o’clock when the committee 
reconvened, Mr.' Seely again took the 
stand. 


No Money Was Provided. 


Mr. Seely said Mr. Collier told him 
that the reason the stockade was not 
in better condition was because the 
counci] had not provided a sufficient 
appropriation. Witness did not think 
it would take more than $300 to fix 
up the plumbing. 

“About the filth on the floor,” said 
Mr. Seely, “it would take several feet 
of digging and some water and soap.” 

“Mr. Vining told me,” continued Mr. 
Seely, “that he elected Joe Brown 
governor. He stated to me that he 
controlled great political prestige and 
Dragged about his prowess in that re- 
spect.” 

Mr. Seely described how the pris- 
onere were shackled as soon as they 
@rrived in the black maria from the 

plice station. He said that Mr. Vin- 

® admitted he removed the shackles 
the negro women the day before 
the grand jury committee made its 
visit. He thought the intended visit 
of the committee had gotten out 
through a man eavesdropping at the 
Srand jury room. Mr. Vining stated 
that he expected the visit. 

“Despite the fact that the place 
Was filthy and a disgrace,” Mr. Seely 
said. “we noticed evidences of an at- 
tempt having been made to do some 
cleaning up before our arrival. We 
were informed that prisoners were 
whipped at 3:30 o'clock in the morn- 
ing for what they had done wrong 
the day before.

Mr. Vining ad- 
mitted to me that a prisoner, who was 
a plumber, had been sent out tg do 
work for one of the guards, and that 
another convict worked at his home.” 


He Was Responsible. 


On cross-examination, Mr. Seely 
was shown several copies of The 
Georgian containing articles about 
the stockade, and he said he wrote 
some of them and was responsible for 
all of them. 

Mr, Seely admitted that a Georgian 
reporter went to the stockade at the 
same time as the grand jury com- 
mittee. 

Attorney Arnold, calling Mr. Seely’s 
attention to his evidence about the 
stockade being the worst prison in 
the world, asked him what other pris- 
on he had ever inspected in the south, 
where a majority of the convicts were 
negroes. His reply was none. The 
witness said he did not consider him- 
eelf a prison expert. 

When asked what it gvould take to 
provide prisoners with nvict clothes, 
he said about $6 a convict a year and 
the total cost would be about $3,000. 
He did not think Commissioner Col- 
lier should pay for this out of his own 
pocket. 

“Now, Mr. Seely,” asked Attorney 
“if the city of Atlanta does 
not make any appropriation to fur- 
nish clothes for convicts, what can 
the officials at the stockade do, ex- 
cept to let the prisoners wear the 
clothes they have?” 

“Nothing,” wae the reply. 

In answering a question about dis- 
cipline, Mr. Seely said some kind of 
punishment might be necessary. He 
did not believe, however, in whipping 
convicts at all. He thought it was 
better to have a convict held than to 
put him in a bucking machine. 

Out at the Federal Prison. 

The witness told how convicts are 
punished at the Federal prison by 
sOlitary confinement and deprivation 4 
of food and are disciplined without 
whipping. 

In again testifying about the buck- 
ing machine, Mr. Seely said: 

“sentimentally speaking, the buck- 
ing machine was a barbarous and 
cruel affair.” | 

Mr. Seely said he did not think stock- 
ade prisoners were legally ‘sentenced 
by the recorder because there was not 
a jury trial. Witness said he had 
never had any experience in working 
negro convicts, but knew something 
about working free negro labor. He 
Said he had lived in the south twelve 
years. 

On redirect examination, Mr. Seely, 
in reply to questions by Attorney Fel- 
der, said he did not think it necessary 
to whip an ex-confederate veteran in 
the bucking machine. He again de- 
scribed the visit by the grand jury 
committee to the stockade, and said | 
that prisoners were yelling and curs- 
ing while the superintendent was talk- 
ing to the visitors. He said there was 
every evidence of a lack of discipline. 

This concluded Mr. Seely’s examina- 
tion. 

Darwin G. Jones, fa member of the 
grand jury committee, testified that he 
nominated Mr. Seely as a member of 
the commmittee, and that Mr. Seely 
was requested to write out the report 
without any solicitation on his part. 

Mr. Jones said the stockade was 
fearfully filthy and worse than any 
hog pen in the town. He thought cells 
and convict clothes would practically 
remedy the existing evils at the stock- 
ade. 


A Woman Who Was Punished. 


Ruby Gaither, one of the women who 
Was alleged to have been chained to 
the stockade wall, was the next wit- 
ness. She said her father was dead 
and her mother, married again four 
months after his death. She said she 
had been sent to the stockade for thirty 
days without a fine on the charge of 
living with a man to whom she was 
not married.

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DISCUSS GOVERNMENT 
BY - COMMISSION 


Delegates to Economic Asso- 
ciation Meeting Take Stand 
Against It. 


New York, December 30.—Govern- 
ment by commission must have had 
red ears today if it was listening to 
the proceedings of the American His- 
torical and the American Economic 
Association, in the Chamber of Com- 
merce. The subject under discussion 
was the physical valuation of pubiic 
service industries, and both W. H. 
Williams, vice président of the Dela- 
ware and Hudson railroad,(and Fred- 
erick W. Whitridge, receiver of the 
Third Avenue railway, t9ok strong 
stands in their addresses before the 
delegates against present ) tendencies, 
both in national and state iegislation. 

Mr. Whitridge contended that any 
physical valuation made today of his 
properties might be worthless tomor- 
row “unless science were changed.” 

“Otherwise; said he, “after the 
public service commission has got 
everything comfortably and irre- 
vocably valued, some invention may 
come along and upset the whole offi- 
cial edifice by revolutionizing the 
business.” 

Mr. Williams argued against the 
system of accounts promulgated by 
the interstate cominerce commission. 
“The commission,” he said, “requires 
the carriers to pay out of earnings 
many items which should be capital- 
ized. Charging these items to  ex- 
penses correspondingly reduces net 
returns and impairs ability to pay a 
fair wage to employees and a reason- 
able return to the investor.”

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The death of Pesdicts Remington 
removed the artist and illustrator who 
by brush and pencil has preserved 
to posterity “the vanishing west,”

Convicted of Burning House. 

Lamphere was convicted of burning 
the house and sentenced by Judge 
Richter on November 26, 1908, to 
serve from two to fourteen years in. 
p¥ison. Lamphere always contended 
that he was innocent of the arson. It 
wae shown, however, that Lamphere 
was probably cognizant of some of 
Mrs. Gunness’ crimes and that he was

Shortly after Lamphere entered the 
penitentiary he developed tubercu- 
losis. 

Lamphere was attended at death 
by the prison chaplain, but made no 
stfM@enient about the Gunness case; so 
far as is known.

The resignation of Zelaya and suc- 
| cession of President Madriz had ended 
many difficulties, and prevented an- 
archy, he deelared, and peace and 
Patriotism were now finding their 
way on both sides in Nicaragua. The 
granting of asylum to Zelaya by Mex- 
ico, said Governor Creel, was in no 
Sense an act of unfriendliness to the 
United States. 

Governor Creel’s statement in full 
follows: 

“It is due to the press and to the 
public that I should’ make the folldw- 
ing statements: 

“First. I have cempleted the work 
of my mission with gratifying and 
satisfactory results. — 

“Second. The resignation of Presi- 
dent Zelaya was the proper way for 
him to end \his administration under 
the prevailing circumstances. Such 
action has avoided many difficulties. 

“Third. The asylum granted by 
Mexico to ex-President Zelaya was 
in full accord with the law of the 
nations, and under no. consideration 
unfriendly to the United States. 

“Fourth. The election by the na- 
tional congress of Dr. Jose Madriz as 
provisional president of Nicaragua 
was a happy event, because it pre- 
vented anarchy, a second revolution 
and further complications with the 
United States. 

“Fifth. The elements of peace and 
the patriotism of the Nicaraguans are 
finding their way on both sides; and it 
is to be desired that successful nego- 
tiations may follow. 

“Sixth. So far as Mexico is con- 
cerned, the policy of my government, 
always friendly to the United Statés, 
has been well understood and appre- 
ciated by President Taft and Secre- 
tary Knox., They have both been 
kind enough to congratulate me. 

‘Seventh. The United: States and 
Mexico will continue acting and oo- 
operating in full accard t60 consoli- 
date peace in Central America, to give 
solid consistence to the Washington 
conventions of .1907, and to develop a 
feeling of high respect to the inter- 
national court of Cartago.”

JOSE MADRIZ NOT RECOGNIZED 
BY THE MEXICAN GOVERNMENT 


Managua, Nicaragua, December 30.— 
The Mexican government has in no way 
officially recognized Jose Madriz as 
president of Nicaragua. The telegrams 
which have passed between President 
Diaz and President Madriz were of per- 
scnal character. The Nicaraguan ad- 
ministration does not believe formal 
recognition from any country except 
the United States is necessary. 
Congress today conferred authority 
upon the executive to abolish the to- 
bacco and alcohol monopolies, indemni- 
fying private stockholders for the loss 
of their holdings which now become 
the property of the state. The revenue 
from these monopolies netted as high 
as 14 per cent monthly. 

The sitting was tempestvous through- 
out. Deputy Luciano Gomez, a Zelayan 
adherent, who opposed the project, was 
hooted more vehemently than he was 
yesterday\ when he spoke in opposition 
to the authorization of further war 
taxes. There were cries of “bandit,” 
“outlaw,” “disgorge.”’ Gomez finally 
Icst his temper and hurled a glass of 
water in the face of a tormentor in the 
ppblic gallery. Guards were called and 
elected all but the deputies. 

A vote of thanks was ‘proposed to 
Andrew Carnegie on the strength of a 
dispatch from the United States, pub- 
lished here, quoting him as ready to 
donate $20,000,000 to assure peace in 
Central America.
